Gallons Of Wine, Whisky 
Every Three Months 


Washington, March 31. 
Wine and 
whisky for the sick can now be with 
drawn by retail druggists from bond­ 
ed warehouses to meet all reasonable 
demands. 
Orders were issued by Revenue Com­ 
missioner Wil.'tanis 
today.. auRhori* 
ing druggists, beginning tomorrow, to 
withdraw 
in such amounts 
as 
are 
needed to meet their requirements. 
The new instructions modify an or­ 
der Issued Jan. 28, limiting withdraw- 
als by druggists to five cases of liquor 
on a single withdrawal. 
Druggists hereafter will lie permit­ 
ted to withdraw up to 100 gallons of 
whisky and 100 gallons of wine every 
three months. 
They will be allowed 
to withdraw in larger amounts, Com­ 
missioner Williams directed, by fur­ 
nishing satisfactory proof 
with 
the 
prohibition directors in their districts 
that larger quantltes are necessary to 
meet their trade demands.

Colonel Let>edeff, who is now in 
1 •, r-,$, term s the dissolution of the Red 
arK, ‘ an Inevitable proeess,’’ and in 
H lengthy analysis shows that despite 
their m ilitary successes the Bolshevik! 
fllt. helpless to stop It. He supports 
hi« argument with quotations from the 
hjphst Bobhevlk sources. 
mlonel Lebedeff, who is a member 
of the party of Soelallst-Revoiutionlsta, 
visit' d this country some time ago. In 
the summer of 11)18 he was at the 
head of the Russian troops who fought 
for months on the Volga front, to- 
P.th.r \\ ith the Czecho-Slovaks, hold­ 
ing tho line against the Bolshevikl. 
In June, 1918, eight months after 
the downfall of the provisional gov- 
ernmont, Colonel Lebedeff entered a 
new m inistry organized on the Volga 
by the committee of the constituent 
assembly. 
It was as a member of this 
niini>try that lie organized detach­ 
ments known as the Russian people’» 
army, which dealt the Bolshevikl many 
aevere vlows and drove them from a 
large part of the Volga territory. 


Purely Cla6* Army Plan Abandoned. 
In his cabled statem ent 
Colonel 
Lebedeff sa y s: 
“The Bolshevikl government having 
launched from the very beginning a 
grandiose ci\ii war, and seeking to 
carry this war beyond the bounds of 
Russia and supplement the conflict 
with a series of foreign conflicts, was 
comi*elled to abandon its original idea 
of a purely class array. 
The Bolshe­ 
vik; soon rea Iized th at they required 
armies of millions. The military move­ 
ments in tiie Caucasus, Asia Minor, 
Chiva, Bueharn and on the borders of 
India, the eonceut ration 
of troops 
along 
the 
Polish, 
Roumanian, 
Es- 
thoninn, Latvian and Georgian bor­ 
ders. the groat contingents of troops 
rep: od for the pacification of the 
f)on, kulum, northern Caucasus, the 
Ukraine, Serbia, Turkestan, the Upper 
Volga, the Urals, etc., compelled the 
Bolshevikl to adopt compulsory mili­ 
tary service, the principle of which 
they had hitherto opposed. 
“The forcible mobilization of the 
population for the realization of their 
plans for foreign an?l domestic wars in 
the name of the unconcealed dictator­ 
ship of a single party contradicts In its 
very fundamentals the idea of univer­ 
sal military service. 
“Universal m ilitary service, on the 
other hand, is in direct contradiction 
to the idea of the Bolshevik dictator­ 
ship. 
“The Bolshevikl realised this very 
well from the very beginning of their 
domination. 
“From tliis point flow the hopeless 
attempts of the Bolshevikl to create, 
In tin face of this contradiction an 
army along purely class, Communist 
party lines. 
I 
Army Like Radishes. 
“Tie* wars provoked by the Bolshe- 
viki proved to be stronger than their 
th*-,tries. The result has been continu­ 
e s mobilization of arm ies—huge, toon- 
eias, armies and. In the words of T rots­ 
ky, ‘like radishes—red outside but 
white inside.’ 
•The Bolshevikl have recently been 
comp, ¡h d to introduce the system of 
fui: responsibility of one soldier for 
another. 
In a special order to all 
provincial and regional arm y commit­ 
tees and to all political division» of 
the army the central committee of the 
f ' mm uniat party seta before them the 
following tasks: 
“la granting leave of absence to Red 
army men you m ust do so only after 
s-ut Jecting them to the effects of thor­ 
ough political propaganda by »applying 
them with the greatest possible num­ 
ber of leaflets, pamphlets, newspapers 
rnd gifts. 
You m ust follow the same 
policy while the men are en route, sup- 
pl.ving the e'schelons with the latest 
newspapers and literature and devot- 
if g the greatest attention you can to 
the needs of the Red Army men—hold­ 
ing meetings, conferences and 
tri­ 
umphal receptions, w ith the participa­ 
te r> of workmen’s organizations. 
Do 
not cease this work in the regions of 
u'esi¡nation without carrying It clear 
to the county seats and mobilising tor 
this purpose the very best force« of 
the army. 
Groups of three should be 
immediately organized for the conduct 
of this work, to be composed of one 
representative from each o? the foi- 
1* wings 
The provincial central com­ 
mit tee of the party, the provincial p o 
litical bureau and the central provin- 
•ial military hendquartgrg. 
To Push Propaganda. 
" ‘Similar groups should be formed 
m nil rrvnntv seats hjr the respective 


county organizations. The duties of 
these groups should be the mobiliza­ 
tion of all propaganda forces of the 
party and soviet organs for the ar­ 
rangement of concerts, meetings and 
the organization of special fund drives 
in the Interest of the returned victors 
of the Red front, and for the closest 
possible watch on all organs connected 
with the adm inistration of demobiliza­ 
tions. You should immediately report 
the formation of all such groups of 
three and file supplementary reports 
on the progress of the work every five 
days to the following addresse: Mos­ 
cow, Trotzky, secretary of the central 
committee of the Russian Communist 
party Preobrajensky. 
(Signed) Act­ 
ing Director of the Chief Political Df 
vision, Litkln.’ 
"But all these good Intentions re­ 
main merely Intentions, for following 
Immediately upou this order we find 
an article on the 'Soviet Militia Sys­ 
tem’ by Commissary for M ilitary Af­ 
fairs Podvolsky. in which he says: 
“ ‘The condition of our active army, 
deprived now of a large portion of 
Communists and, in addition, running 
short of food supplies, due to constant 
movement, will prove extremely un­ 
favorable and, from the point of view 
of m aintaining within it the prole­ 
tarian Soviet spirit, the army Is bound 
to evince a tendency toward dissolu­ 
tion.’ 
Situation at the Front. 
"To be sure, 89 far as the situation 
at the front is concerned. It Is possible 
to operate there not only by appealing 
to the spirit of nationalism, but also 
by mas» executions. But it is quite 
impossible for the Bolshevikl to de­ 
mobilize their army, for that would 
mean the surrender of their chief 
weapon of support. 
"This Is the vicious circle In which 
the Bolshevik government finds itself 
today. 
It is Impossible to wage wars 
and to carry the Communist revolution 
into Europe and Asia without univer­ 
sal military service. 
Universal mili­ 
tary service, on the other hand, In the 
face of the general hatred of the peo­ 
ple for the Bolshevist power, con­ 
stitutes the gravest danger. 
“There can be no doubt that the 
process of disintegration of the Red 
army, admitted by the Bolshevik press 
Itself, will continue, and in Its devel­ 
opment rests the gravest danger for 
the dictatorship of the Bolshevikl. This 
disintegration cannot be halted either 
by punishment or propaganda.”
